War between Sweden and Norway is at last 
decided—Military operations commenced on 
the 26tb of July, between the Swedish and 
Norwegian flotillas. Tho following are the 
official details ze

esterday, at eleven in the morning, the 
Grand Admiral Baron Puke madea sigual to 
the great and little vet to weigh anchors, and 
to advance against the feet of the Nore 
wegians, which was stationed near the Hualora 
islands, protected by about tweuty batteries 
raised therc. The Heet immediately put to 
sea with a gentle gale, but sume hours later 
a calm took place, so that only one ship of 
the line and one frigate could reach the ling 
at six in the aftervoun, though the greatest 
efiorts were made: the other delachiment, 
ordered to fall on the rear of the position 
held by the Norwegian feet, could not reach 
its destination before noon, which caused the 
attack to be postponed until today, when at 
anecarly hour our Bects wereadvancing. The 
Norwegian Commander, afraid of a comptete 
destruction, availcd of the night for evacuating 
the islands, and at the approach of the Swee 
dish squadron, he already was in full rctreat 
to Friedrickstadt. The evacuúation of the 
islands also had been performed iu such haste, 
that the greatest part of their cannun in the 
batteries had been thrown into the sea. 'Thie 
regiment of Bohusland was the first of tha 
troops which occupied the islands. Thus we 
are in the possession of positions of the highest 
importance for the opening of the campaign, 
without the loss of a single man; and it is 
to be hoped that the peaple of Norway, will 
be persaaded of the impossibility of further 
resigting a Swedish army, who, animated with 
enthusiastic valvur will very soon terminate 
the foolish plan of preventing the uuion of 
Norway with Sweden.**
